Howard of 24264 Neece avenue,
that while climbing through the
gullied, fog - shrouded hills they
heard .a girl's scream, “Help, I
want my daddy,” and a gruff
admonition to “shut up”. The
voices emanated from a deep,
cavelike crevice in the hills,

Returning to the site with the
bhoys, police found no evidence to
substantiate the story, However,
bystanders indicated that if there
had been a “child molester” at
the scene 'he probably would
have fled with the disturbance
the boys caused.

Mrs, Howard declared that her
son and young Lopez are thor-
“oughly familiar with the Wal-
' teria hills, haying often hunted
fossils and gone on hikes there.
Now, they are “too terrified” to
_go back alone, she said. Mrs.
Howard is sure the voices were
not “a figment of imagination.”

License Law Due
For Passage at
Gouncil Meeting

Final adoption of the pro-
posed revised city business li-
cense ordinance Is expected at
the meeting of the City Coun-
cll on Tuesday evening, No-
vember 22,

{At.a public hearing of the
new law held last Friday eve-

ning onlv minor objections
were voiced
' Howevér, official action may

be held over until an adjourned
meeting of the council to be
held on December 6, according
to City Hall reports.

Principal change .in the new
ordinance from the one now in
effect applies ,to. non-resident
business firms,. most of whom
will be required to pay a $50
annual fee. Business firms and
individuals who ' maintain a
place  of business or whose
owners reside in Torrance will
continue to be charged $24 per
year, with certain  exceptions
now in effect, The present $18
per year fee assessed against
wholesalers will be repealed in
lieu of the new $50 charge.
